REMARKS 

Applicants understand the sequence of events leading to the abandonment to be 
substantially as set forth herein. Majestic, Parsons, Siebert and Hsue ("Majestic") originally had 
power of attorney in the prosecution of this application. Applicants changed the power of 
attorney to Townsend and Townsend and Crew ("Applicants 1 representative") through a 
Revocation, Substitution, and Change of Correspondence Address notice dated March 12, 2001. 
A copy of the Revocation, Substitution, and Change of Correspondence Address notice for this 
application is enclosed as Exhibit A. On April 12, 2002, the Examiner mailed a Notice of 
Allowance in the case, setting a three-month period for response.
